WASHINGTON, July 1.—The 
Federal Government completed its 
1931 fiscgl year yesterday with a 
deficit of $903,000,000. 

Acting Secretary Mills, who an- 
nounced the final figures today, 
said total ordinary receipts amount- 
ed to $3,317,000,000, a decline of 
$861,000,000 as compared with 
1930. 

Expenditures chargeable against 
ordinary receipts aggregated $4- | 
220,000,000, or $226,000,000 more 
than a year ago.

The outpay- 
ment by the Reich would thus re- 
main a charge against the German 
budget to be raised by taxation. 

Moreover, France has proposed

The United States contends that.

It contends 
that the credits in question should 
be extended to Germany alone, and 
that the money should be paid to 
the German Government. 


Third Point at Issue. 


The third point is difficult to 
explain. It has to do with the 
lrench suggestion that. if Ger- 
many.in the next five years should 
declare a moratorium on her con- 
ditional payments, as she is entitled ;

POPE SENDS NEW PROTEST 
TO ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 


Vatican Expresses Dissatisfaction 
With “Implied” Regrets Over 
the Situation. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, July 1.—The Vatican to- 
day sent a new note to Foreign 
Minister Grandl expressing dissat- 
isfaction with the Italian Govern- 
ment’s reply concerning insults to 
the Pope and in general indicating 
that the situation was disappoint- 
ing. . 

The Vatican note was completed 
several days ago, but was presented 
only this afternoon. It was said in 
official circles that “nothing had 
been changed” by the move, but 
it is known that the Pope has been 
much dissatisfied with the progress 
of the diplomatic negotiations. This 
attitude he often had expressed in 
his speeches to pilgrims. 

The details of the note were not 
disclosed, but it was learned author- 
itatively the Vatican has not been 
satisfied with Italy’s “implied” re- 
grets.

Companions and Pilot 
Plunge to Death During 
Demonstration.

HAMILTON, Ontario, July 1.— 


Five pe , ineluding Harold 
Raine, genergl superintendent of 
the Canadian’ Press, were killed in 
an airplane crash today at the 
airport here. 

Beside Raine, the dead are J. H. 
Mahr, owner of the plane; Charles 
L. Daly Jr., Alfred Rogers of Ham- 
ilton and Capt. Robert Sterling, pi- 
lot of the plane. 

The craft, a monoplane, 
during a demonstration. 

The plane nad just participated 
in a “rat chase” over the city in 
an effort to draw a crowd to the 
airport where a pageant was to 
have been held. Returning over 
the field the pilot dipped down- 
ward, but saw crowds near the 
landing place, and, in an attempt 
to avoid hitting them, tried. to 
swerve upward. 

He lost control of his machine 
as the fabric on the left wing 
ripped and sent the craft flying 
over on its back. The plane fell 
about 150 feet to the hard red clay. 

Raine, who was about 38 years 
old, was one of Canada’s best 
known newspaper men. About 17 
years ago he started as an office 
boy with the Western Canada News 
Association, the predecessor of the 
present Canadian Press, and rose 
quickly to the post of general su- 
perintendent of the latter organiza- 
tion. He was at one time super- 
intendent of the New York office 
of the Canadian Press. 

All except Rogers were dead 
when taken from the plane and 
he succumbed in an ambulance en 
route to the hospital. Capt. Ster- 
ling was a resident of Montreal. 
Daly was a Toronto parachute 
jumper.

In Alberta, World Flyers Write; 
Post Deafened by Roar of Motor 
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Gatty Would Rather Cross Bering Sea Than

| Confident of Success.

EDMONTON, Alta., June 30.— 


It’s all down hill work now. We 
hope to land in New York Thurs- 
day and with decent weather con- 


ditions we should be able to land 
there in time to have circled the 
world in nine: days. 

That is just one day better than 
we had figured when we left 
Roosevelt Field on the takeoff to 
Newfoundland last Tuesday. We 
are 36 hours ahead of the 10-day 
schedule now, due to good weather 
conditions encountered on the 
greater part of the journey, but 
just before we reached Edmonton 


‘may delay us slightly. 

We landed here in the thick of 
a rainstorm, the heaviest in years, 
field attaches told us. It certainly 
seemed’ that way, for we had been 
told that they had an excellent 
tield here. When we arrived it 
was a sea of thick mud—so thick 
that it was impossible to taxi the 
Winnie Mae 4n from the runway. 

We had wonderful flying condi- 
tions through the mountains, fol- 
lowing a great circle course so as 
to avoid higher peaks. Visibility 
was good and, although we had a 


little trouble in lifting the plang 
into the air at Fairbanks this 
morning. we encountered no real 
trouble until we hit the storm area. 


“Plane Kicked Like Maule.” 

Then it: was bumpy, real bumpy. 
Post, tired after hours at the cou- 
trols, was battling the ship, which 
kicked. like a mule. We landed, 
wondering if we would be able to 
take off again. But gasoline was 
running low and the weather 
looked bad ahead, so we landed. 
The weather man here tells us that 
better conditions may be expected 
tomorrow, 

It was by this weather report 
that we finally decided to stay over 
here. We are not sure about air- 
port conditions ahead and rather 
than take a chance on having our 
flight delayed, we are going to stay 
over to daylight. 

For the takeoff we will use a 
concrete road two miles long and 
159% feet wide, almost an ideal run- 
way and the best we have encoun- 
tered on our trip around the world. 


It will be cleared by authorities 
here in readiness for the takeoff. 
We have not reached a final de- 


cision as to our route to New York. 
Airports everywhere from the At- 
lantic coast to Spokane have wired 
us inviting us to use their facilities. 
We may break our journey at De- 
troit for a few minutes, possibly 
half an hour, and then continue to 
Cleveland to refuel for the last hop 
to New York. 
May Have to Fly Blind. 


All that depends on weather con- 
ditions. We will take a full load 
of fuel and, if necessary, climb 
over the storm area flying blind 
for at least a part of the way. That 
won't be anything new for we flew 
blind for almost the entire distance 
from Khabarovsk to Nome. 

In any case we shall be in New 


In Edmonton as everywhere 
throughout our journey, officials 
have gone out of their way to fa- 
cilitate our flight. Immediately on 
landing here we were cleared by 
the customs, and there wil] be no 
delay when daylight comes 
Wednesday. 


The Winnie Mae is being = re- 
fueled now at the airport and will 
be hauled over the concrete runway 
in readiness for the takeoff. There 
is no necessity for a motor-check 
as the engine ticked over perfectly 
all the way from Fairbanks. 

A police guard will watch the 
machine throughout the night, al- 
though there seemed little danger 
that any harm would be done to it 
by souvenir hunters. 


Phone Gives Them No Rest. 


We are both tired, very tired, 
but the telephone seems to give us 
no respite. Immediately on land- 
ing we were told that there were 
telephone calls from New York and 
since then the bell has been jan- 
gling almost continuously. 


Post is quite deaf due to the roar 
of the motor and Gatty has to do 
the talking for both. Gatty is suf- 
fering a little discomfort from the 
bruises sustained when he was hit 
on the left arm and chest as the 
propeller swung from a back-fire 
at the start from Solomon.

EDMONTON, Alta, July 1.—Us- 
ing a paved street for a runway, 
Wiley Post and Harold Gatty hop- 
ped off from here this morning for 
Cleveland, O., beyond which lay the 
home stretch of their 16,000-mile 
flight around the world. They 
hoped to reach Roosevelt Field, 
New York, by night, thereby com- 
pleting their flight in nine days. 

The monoplane Winnie Maetook 
the air at 3:39 a. m. mvuntain time 
(4:39 St. Louis time) and headed 
southeast for the 1600-mile flight 
to Cleveland, which the flyers 
hoped to accomplish in 11 or 12 
hours. It is about 400 miles from 
Cleveland to New York. 

Rain which had fallen here for

Possibly this deluge is due in 
large measuro to the fact we are 
now back i: close touch with the 
United States for the first. time 
during our flight. 

It was. difficult to communicate 
with New York from the time we 
left Berlin throughout our jour- 
ney until we reachcd Edmonton. 
Now it is too easy. * 

The country we passed over in 
our flight from Fairbanks was 
rough and mountainous, but by 
following the great circle course 
we managed to dodge the worst 
peaks. At ro .ime did we require 
to ascend higher than 7200 feet, In 
case of a forced landing in that 
country it would have been bad, 
although no worse perhaps than 
at any time since we left Kha- 
barovsk. 

One thing we must correct. t 
was believed on our arrival here 
that we had overshot Nome, Alas- 
ka, to land at Solomon. This was 
not the case for we had planned 
landing at Solomon throughout our 
arrangements. The landing field 
at Nome would be inadequate for 
the Winnie Mae heavily loaded. 

People in the north have  be- 
HMeved that the flight from Fair- 
banks to Edmonton would be the 
worst of our journey. The worst 
flying conditions were on the 
Khabarovsk-Alaska hop. That 
trip was worse than the Atlantic 
crossing and the latter was bad 
enough. We had heavy fog and 
rough air almost all the way. 

‘Heavy Woods in Canada. 

Closer to Edmonton the country 
is rolling and heavily wooded, al- 
most, but not quite, as wild as the 
Siberian country we crossed. But 
we were too tired to be interested 
in scenery much, 

We have been flying by dead 
reckoning almost all the way, 
checking by bits of occasional land 
marks. 

Landing in Edmonton seemed 
strangely like home. There were 
photographers, reporters and radio 
men, all pressing in on us, want- 
ing us to talk. Officials were good 
and steered the crowds away wus 
much as possible. 

Gatty says he would sooner fly 
the Bering Sea again than face a 
bunch of photographers pleading 
for “just one more.” 

We were welcomed here by the 
Acting Premier of Alberta and by 
the Mayor, speaking a few words 
over Canadian and United States 
radio chains. 

Post is looking forward to land- 
ing in New York and wondering 
just how Mrs. Post managed to 
arrive there so quickly. He tele- 
graphed to Oklahoma from Fair- 
banks and when he arrived in Ed- 
monton received word that she was 
in New York. 

Back to White Bread. 

We are tired now and ready for 
bed. We have just eaten the first 
real meal for days. It seems good 
to be able to get white bread again, 
for we were a little tired of Si- 
berian rye bread. 

The Russians were very good to 
us, though, and gave us the best 
they had. We are very grateful to 
them. 

We may manage to get s!x hours’ 
sleep tonizht before making the 
start of the last hop. Weather re- 
ports will be available before we 
start. 

We are confident now that our 
journey is so nearly over that we 
can make New York Thursday at 
the latest for about a week of 
sleep—then back to work. We will 
need a lot of sleep for we have had 
less than 15 hours since we left 
New York. 


Time of our arrival in New York 
depends entirely upon the weather 
tomorréw and upon the length of 
our stay in Cleveland and Detroit, 
if we touch the latter point. With 
g00d conditions we could land at 


‘Roosevelt Field Wednesday night, 


otherwise it will be Thursday 
morning. If we can make it on 
Wednesday we will, but it will be 
late when we arrive. 

The Flight Over Siberia. 

In Siberia we had difficulty in 
getting messages out, and really 
could not communicate until we 
reached Fairbanks. Starting back 
at Moscow, from where we more 
or less got out of touch with the 
world, we found the hospitality 
there so great that we could not 
get away as we planned and had to 
stay for a banquet. We had in- 
tended to leave that same night for 
Novo Sibirsk, but they forced us 
to stay, so we held back until the 
next morning. 

We arrived at Novo Sibirsk that 
evening. It was very good country 
to fly over. We crossed the Ural 
Mountains separating Europe from 
Asia, but they really don’t deserve 
the name mountains, as they are 
only hills. We did not have to go 


much higher than 1000 feet to crogs}' 


over them. 

That night we stayed in Novo 
Sibirsk. They took us to a hotel 
where we got about an hour and 
half of sleep, and then we left 
there at 2 a. m. for Irkutsk, 1450 
miles away. The fiying over that 
stretch was not so good. High 
mountains and concentrated rain 
storms had to be flown through. 
It was a rough country as any man 
would want to fly over. Because 
of the restricted visibility we flew 
low, not much above the tree tops, 
but had no trouble along the way 
and landed at Irkutsk without in- 
cident. 

Landing in the Mud. 

From there the hop to Blagov- 
yeshchensk was 1100 miles and 
meant more rough country to be 
We 
landed at Blagovyeshchensk at 
dark and, because of difficulty in 
obtaining definite information 
about the fields, came down on @ 
field full of water. The plane 
mired tightly. 

It had been raining there steadily

proposition of landing there or on 
the tundra, because the nearest 
field was 600 or 700 miles away 
and our fuel supply was low. None 
of the fields is lighted. 

We worked until late that night 
trying to get the plane out with 
the aid of soldiers and horses, but 
did not succeed until the next 
morning when we pulled out with 
the help of lots of men and horses. 
The plane was not damaged and 
that morning we took off for Kha- 
barovsk, a short hop of 350 miles. 
The field there was good and we 
had an unexpected rest. 

We were ready to take off the 
same night, but one or two little 
things that happened to the motor 
caused us to wait over until next 
day. In the meantime, we changed 
the spark plugs and worked until 
very late that night, obtaining only 
three hours’ sleep. 

The next morning the ship was 
all ready to go, but a crosswind 
came up and we had to wait until 
7 p. m. until it died down, so we 
took advantage of the enforced 
wait and went to sleep for four or 
five hours. 


Aided by Soviet Aviators. 


We haa great trouble in getting 
the food we are accustomed to all 
through Siberia. Rye bread was 
practically all we ate. However, 
the Russian Aeronautical Society 
was very good to us throughout the 
journey across Russian territory. 
They notified their people at all 
points to assist us, and they did 
everything they could to take care 
of us. 

We left Khabarovsk at 7 p. m. 
Monday for Nome. ‘ Down the 
Amur River to the mouth we flew, 
incidentally scaring away all the 
fishermen, who apparently are not 
used to planes. Passing over the 
northern tip of Sakhalin Island and 
on across the Sea of Okhotsk at 
its northern part, we then skirted 
along the western side of Kamchat- 
ka Peninsula, 

There was a lot of bad flying 
which had to be done blind. All 
that night we sailed along, 7000 
fect above this lonely part of the 
world. We only had about two 
hours of real darkness, but the 
daylight was just as bad as dark- 
ness with its rain and fog. 

Low Over Bering Seca, 

Passing over Siberian tcrritory 
we were above hizh, snow-covered 
mountains clear to the Gulf of 
Anadyr. We flew over the gulf and 
thence to the Bering Sea, where 
there was much floating ice below 
us. We had to go very low, bare- 
ly skimming the top of the water 
and ice until leaving Cape Chap- 
lain, where we were forced to climb 
and 
fog at an elevation of 6000 feet. 

We hit the Alaskan coast north 
of Nome and, driving down through 
a hole in the fog, landed at Solo- 
mon Beach. It was good to feel 
that we were on American soil 
again, 

After putting in 100 gallons of 
gas at Solomon, we had a minor 
accident there in trying to take off, 
the propeller being bent. But we 
made repairs quickly. Gatty’s left 
arm was temporarily out of action,

Get Judgment Against Govern- 
ment for $10,000,000 and 
$6,000,000 Interest. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 1.—Trustees 


for the estate of the late William 


Waldorf Astor today won from 
the Federal Government a judg- 
ment of $10,000,000 paid for in- 
heritance taxes, and interest of 
about $6,000,000. The decision was 
handed down in Federal District 
Court. 

The action was based on a deed 
of trust executed in 1919 by which 
the Viscount transferred holdings 
of $46,000,000 in New York to the 
Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co., as 
trustees. After payment of $300,- 
000 annually to himself, he provid- 
ed that the remainder should be di- 
vided between his two sons, Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor Jr., and John 
Jacob Astor. 

The Government contended the 
deed of trust was drawn in antici- 
pation of death, and in an attempt 
to defeat the inheritance tax laws. 

In passing judgment the Court 
called attention to a recent deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court that, 
to support a claim for taxes, the 
Government must prove the 
thought of death was an impelling 
factor in setting up a trust.

The American note was drafted 
by Acting Secretary Castle of the 
State Department and Senator 
Dwight W. Morrow. 

Senator Morrow, a former Amer- 
ican Ambassador to Mexico and a 
member of the American delega- 
tion to the London naval confer- 
ence, was called into conference 
with State Department officials in 
the hope that his recognized «bil- 
ity as a negotiator and his knowl- 
edge of finances and of conditions 
in Europe would contribute toward 
the agreement Washington so 
earnestly desires. 

Outwardly, at least, President 
Hoover and his associates are 
making no plans for an alternate 
course of action in case the nego- 
tiations with France fail. All 
other inte~ested nations having ac- 
cepted in principle, it might be 
possible to work out an agreement 
to go ahead with the war debt- 
reparation holiday without French 
participation. But such an ar- 
rangement would require long at- 
tention to details. Today the State 
Department denied any such plan 
was under consideration. 

The Administration's pleasure at 
Italy’s action of putting President 
Hoover’s plan into effect for her 
debtors was expressed by one offi- 
cial in the words: “A magnificent 
gesture.” Acting Secretary Castle 
also acknowledged “with deep ap- 
preciation” Belgium's acceptance of 
the principle.

June Heat Record; 6 Days in Row 


~ With Mercury at 100 or Better 


No Parallel in 58-Year Report for St. Louis— 


Average Temperature 4.6 Degrees 
Above Normal.

The temperature reached or ex- 
ceeded the 100 degree mark for 
six consecutive days last month, 


breaking all June records in the 
68-year-old annals of the St. Louis 
office of the Weather Bureau. 

In 1914, recorded as the warm- 
est June with a mean temperature 
of 81.1 as compared with 79.6 last 
month, the mercury never reached 
100. The hottest June day was 
on the 29th of the month in 1901, 
when the thermometer registered 
102.3. Last June 29, the mercury 
went to 102. All of the days last 
month in which the 100-degree 
temperatures were noted fell con- 
secutively, beginning with June 25. 
Never before have there been nore 
than three June days with temper- 
atures as high as 100 degrees. 

The average for the month, 4.6 
degrees above normal, was in- 
creased during the last part of the 
month. For the first 18 days the 
temperature averaged the June

On June 27, the thermome- 
ter recorded 102, beating a record 
of 99 in.1894. The mercury rose 
to 101 the next day, as compared 
with 99 in 1881. And a maximum 
temperature of 101 yesterday ex- 
ceeded the previous record for 
June 30 of 100, established in 1901. 

Precipitation last month was 
1.98, about half of the normal rain- 
fall of 3.82.

FAVORS BIRTH CONTROL 


Indorses Recent Report of 
Church Federation on the 
Subject. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., July 1.—With 
only two dissenting votes from 110 
members, birth control was in- 


dorsed today by the seminar on 


‘|The Family and Youth” at the na- 


tional convention of the Congre- 


gational and Christian church. 

The seminar voted its approval 
of the statement on birth control 
given in the majority report of 
the Committee on Marriage and 
Home of the Federal Council of 
Churches and recommended that 
the general council of the Congre- 
gational and Christian church com- 
mend the Federal Council’s com- 
mittee report. 

The seminar, one of six study- 
ing social and religoius questions, 
will submit a report to the con- 
vention today. <A vote on the re- 
ports will be taken Friday. 

The seminar’s action was taken 
in approving the recent report on 
birth control of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ of Amer- 
ica. President W. A. Harper of 
Elon College, North Carolina, in 
introducing the discussion, said 
that the position taken by the An- 
gelican Bishops at the Lambeth 
conference “straddled the fence 
and was both for and against the 
practice.” He said Pope Pius XI, 
in hig encyclical on marriage last 
winter, contradicted himself by 
first stating opposition to any 
form of birth control and then say- 
ing a particular kind of birth con- 
trol, continence, was permissible. 

A resolution adopted by the sem- 
inar on “national life” said public 
schools and churches should “re- 
double their education on the 
physical, social and economic evils 
which result from the use of al- 
cohol.” 

The Rev. William Horace Day, 
pastor of the United Church, 
Bridgeport, Conn., was re-elected 
president of the home boards of 
the church. George Haynes of New 
York, executive secretary of the 
Commission on Church and Race 
Relations of the Federal Council 
of Churches, was elected first vice 
president. 


H. W. THOMASSON REPLIES 
TO BANKRUPTCY- PETITION 


Demands Trial by Jury, Says In- 
come Is $20,000 a Year; Ex- 
plains Property Transfer. 

An answer to an involuntary pe- 
tition in bankruptcy filed against 
him a month ago, was filed in Fed- 
eral Court yesterday by Hugh W. 
Thomasson, aged real estate dealer, 
whose financial and marital affairs 
have been involved in a series of 
legal disputes for months. 

In the answer, Thomasson de- 
mands a trial by jury of the issues 
in the case, asserting he is not in- 
solvent and has not committed any 
acts of bankruptcy. Transferring 
of property to his young wife, 
which the petitioners complained 
of, Thomasson’s petition asserted, 
“was not to hinder, delay or de- 
fraud creditors,” but to protect 
Mrs. Thomasson and the income 
from the property, “‘which was and 
is available to said Hugh W. Thom- 
asson.”’ 

The income, according to the pe- 
tition, amounts te more than $20,- 
000 a year, while Thomasson i 
owner of more than $25,000 real 
estate and more than $25,000 per- 
sonal property. Thomasson’s hold- 
ings have an estimated value of ap- 
promxiately $750,000.

Contractor Charged With Man- 
slaughter and Boy With Leav- 
ing Accident Scene. 

Motorists in two automobjle fatal- 
ities were indicted by the grand 
jury yesterday. Meinard L. Schil- 
li, a contractor, 6406 South Kings- 
highway, was charged with man- 
slaughter.

By the Associated Press. 
RENO, Nevada, July 1.—Strik- 


ing simultaneously in many parts 
of the city, 40 Federal prohibition 
agents under George Seaver of San 
Francisco, last night and early to- 
day made their first move to dry 
up wide-open Reno. Police head- 
quarters are crowded with Pris- 


oners and huge piles of evidence. 
The raids, which came sudden- 
ly almost on the eve of what Reno 
expected to be the greatest inde- ; 
pendence day celebration in its 
history, threw the downtown sec- 
tion into confusion. 

Seaver said he thought his men 
had raided «very speakedsy in 
town, including all the fash\ nable 
night resorts. 

Reno has been openly wet for 
many years. The State has no pio- 
hibition law and enforcement is 
left entirely to Federal authoritics. 

It was generally known that pro- 
hibition agents from San Francisco 
had made several secret visits to 
this city in recent weeks. Prohibi- 
tion Administrator Woodcock of 
Washington was here not long ago 
and it is thought that plans for the 
raids may have been laid at that 
time. 

The campaign came as the city 
prepared for the opening of a 40- 
day race meeting today and a fight 
between Max Baer, California 
heavyweight, and Paulino UWzcu- 
dun, the Basque woodchopper, un-

GROUP OF ALDERMEN: 
STARTS 18-DAY JUNKET 


Purpose Is to Observe Work- 
ings of Various Safety 
Codes. 


Members of the Public Safety 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men went to Detroit last night on 
an 18-day junket to observe the 


workings of various safety codes in 
Eastern cities. Some members of 
the board objected to the trip when 
it was discussed early last month, 
but the board authorized it by a 
vote of 21 to 7. 

Some Aldermen did not approve 
the junketing idea because of pub- 
lic criticism aroused by other ex- 
cursions of this nature. Alderman 
Wiehe protested against the prac- 
tice of giving some group in the 
board “ a free trip each summer.” 

Alderman Kralemann, chairman 
of the Public Safety Committee, 
and Aldermen Schwartz, Neu, Loh- 
mann and Wimer left last evening, 
accompanied by Edgar S. Nicolai, 
clerk of the board and secretary 
of the committee. They expect Al- 
dermen Brinkman and Waldman, 
the other members of the com- 
mittee, to join them in Cleveland 
tomorrow. Director'of Public Safe- 
ty Steininger hoped to be able to 
leave tonight in order to take up 
the junket from Cleveland.

FARM BOARD STATES POLICY: 
READY TO START SELLING 
LAST YEAR’S WHEAT SURPLUS 


To Dispose of 5,000,000 Bushels a Month— 
Says Growers Have Only Selves to Blame 
for Not Cutting Acreage. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON, 

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 1. — The 
Federal Farm Board, standing its 
ground under heavy political pres- 
sure, today declared its intention of 
selling, within the next year, a sub- 
stantial part of the surplus wheat 
which it bought in efforts to stabil- 

ize the price of last year’s crop. 
Its decision was reached notwith- 
standing a new bumper crop which 
has prompted demands that the old 
surplus be kept off the market 

until the new crop can be sold. 


Moreover, it refused to name a 
minimum price at which the carry- 
over surplus would be _ sold, al- 
though it declared it would not be 
sold “at present range of prices.” 


The board proposes to limit its 


sales to “a cumulative maximum” 
of 5,000,000 bushels a month dur- 
ing the year beginning today, but 
states that this limitation does not 
include sales to foreign govern- 


ments or their agencies “now being | 


considered.”’ 
er, in the event of world produc- 
tion being radically altered, to dis- 
pose of the whole surplus, al- 
though it promises not to take 
such action with ample notice. 

Response to Hoover Request. 

The announcement was in re- 
sponse to President Hoover's re- 
quest for a statement of the board's 
plans. Both in tone and content it 
reflected the spirit displayed Mon- 
day by Chairman James E. Stone 
when he told newspaper men that 
the board is “an independent body 
under the law, and not subject to 
interference from the President or 
anyone else.” It left no doubt that 
the board is fully determined to 
chart its own course.

Replying to criticisms of its for- 
mer policy of buying to stabilize 
prices, the board asserts that this 
action “successfully protected 
American agriculture from the 
world-wide panic in agricultural 
prices, and gave it an opportunity 
to readjust itself without the enor- 
mous losses and bankruptcy which 
would have resulted from the 
precipitate fall in prices which 
took place elsewhere.” 


No Purchases From New Crop. 


At the same time, it reiterates 
its intention to make no purchases 


from the new crop for that pur-. 


pose, and acknowledges that “it 
would greatly benefit agriculture 


if a systematic beginning be made 


to liquidate (the old surplus) hold- 
ings, and remove their overhang 
from the market.” 

Demands that the board fix a 


_minimum price for this surplus are 


rejected with the explanation that 
“if a high price were fixed, the 
holdings would never be disposed 
of, and if a reasonable price were 
fixed, it would tend to keep the 
price depressed below that limit.” 

In connection with its plan to 
dispose of the old carryover at a 


‘rate of 5,000,000 bushels a month, 


‘the board pointed 


out that this 
would be equal to only about 7 per 
cent of the estimated new crop, 
anc added:

One hears 
the same refrain from newspaper edi- 
tors, magazine editors, producers of 
plays and motion pictures and advertis- 
ing experts. In fact, it would seem that, 
as a result of mass production, America 
has virtually been hypnotized by the 
mob. While statistics seem to tell a sad 
story concerning the average public in- 
telligence, I doubt if it is necessary to 
play down to the average with quite so 
much gusto as we do. In the first place, 
we judge by appearances, which is any- 
thing but a complete judgment; second- 
ly, people are able to enjoy and appre- 
clate far more than they can express and, 
in the third place, if the masses are al- 
ways being played down to, how are they 
.ever going to find anything to live up to? 
It should be more generally under- 
stood that intellect, understanding and 
culture are the products of training, and 
training is the fruit of environment. 
From birth to death, the individual 
struggles and learns, striving, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, for self-justifica- 
tion, self-expression and triumph. The 
masses will respond to the fine as well 
as the mediocre—for instance, the Dam- 
rosch concerts. Witness the throngs that 
fill the Lewisohn Stadium in New York 
to hear symphonies beneath the stars. 
How about the crowds that poured out 
to the pageant in Forest Park in 1914? 
Consider how they still pour into the 
Municipal Opera. There is nothing wrong 
with the public intelligence. All we need 
is a little encouragement. I wish that 
everyone would read “The Meaning of a 
IAberal Education” by Everett Dean 
Martin.

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MILWAUKEE’S HOUSE NUMBER REFORM. 
Milwaukee has little crime and no gunmen, so effi- 
cient afe its police. Thé municipal watérworks func- 
tions smoothly and profitably, and the city’s budget 
system is a matvel of efficiency. Pride in these per- 
fections has not led the city to lose sight of more 
homély matters, however. In hotise numbering Mil- 
waukee has reached a positively Utopian stage, and 
the National Municipal League devotes a’ whole bul- 
letin to telling about the phenomenon. Numbers coy- 
ly hidden behind vines, digits in undiscoverable posi- 
tions, figures so tiny or so modest in color as to be 
invisible—all these are verboten in Milwaukee. And 
should a householder be so shiftless as to have no 
house number at all, a quaint and widespread custom 
in St. Louis and evety other metropolis, he is not only 
subject to legal penalifes, but he gets no mail until 
he remedies the deficiency. An arrangement with the 
Postmaster sees to that. 

Nor is any 0]d kind of house number permissible. 
There is a standardized variety, determined upon 
after laborious tests, and the numbers are distributed 
by the city. Lights, angles, backgrounds and photo- 
metric measurements were exhaustively applied to 
the various types considéred. Boiling for five hours, 
freezing over night at 100 below and impact tests 
by dropping steel balls on the plate were other tests 
to insure durability. The results indicated the great- 
est visibility and utility for figures with these spec- 
ifications: jet black désign on light ivory back- 
ground, size 3% by 2% inches, steel or tile plates, 
with figures depressed 1-32 inch below the surface. 
The citizen gets the perfeeted product at a cost of 
40 cents per plate. 

It took destruction of the city by an earthquake 
and subsequent rebuilding before Tokio reformed its 
house number system. Probably a similar cataclysm 
will be needed before American cities end this one of 
life’s little irritations.

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NEWS FROM COOLER PARTS. 

While St. Louis sizzles and roasts in the molten 
crater of its June héat wave, news dispatches give ‘as- 
surance that there is still some coolness left in the 
world. Post and Gatty found plenty of it in their 
flight from Siberia to Alaska, for they saw “miles 
and miles of ide floes” and “almost froze to death” in 
admiring them, The five audacious British moun- 
taineers, first to scale Mount Kamet’s 25,447 feet of 
Himalayan frigidity, encountered “walls of ice, hun- 
dreds of feet in height.” Closer home and nearer 
Sea level, a patty of four, including a woman, scaled 
Mount Baker’s northern side for the first time. . In 
their 10,750-foot trek, their brows were effectively 
cooled by sleet, snow and a mountain blizzard. The 
Graf Zeppelin’s directors also know a thing or two 
about dodging heat waves, and have headed the craft 
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THANKS—AND SOMETHING ELSE. 

“At times we can be thankful for what is behind 
us,” said Mr. Coolidge in his article in yesterday's 
paper, and he finds in the poise and dignity of our 
national deportmeént, as contrasted with the conyu}- 
sions of other countries, a demonstration of our Gov- 
ernment’s stability and “the people’s faith in their 
political and social institutions.”

So we venture the opinion 
that some emotion other than thanks must stir the 
minds of thoughtful citizens as they contemplate the 
drama of adversity.

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THE GRADE CROSSING PERIL WANES. 

For many years, grade crossing accidents have been 
responsible for a greater number of deaths than any 
other category in which railway trains figured. Last 
year, for instance, 50 passengers were killed, 935 em- 
ployes lost their lives—and there were 2020 deaths 
at crossings. Intersections have remained a menace, 
despite educational campaigns, signals and barriers. 
Human carelessness being an apparently ineradicable 
factor, elimination of such crossings has been seized 
upon by railroads and public officials as the best 
solution. Missouri’s record, just announced by the 
Highway Department, shows what is being done in 
this direction. Nine years ago the State had 731 
grade crossings; today 70 per cent of them have 
been abolished. Highways have been rerouted and 
grades have been separated by co-operation of State 
and railroad, One may drive across Missouri on high- 
way No. 40 and encounter only one railway cross- 
ing, at Columbia. 

With diminution of the grade crossing hazard, the 
increasing toll from motor cars themselves comes 
into bold relief. No. such mechanical means as that 
being used to solve the grade crossing problem is 
available to cope with this rising peril. Only the 
drivers themselves can provide a solution.

A vane in 1927, Argentina brought up dis- 

cussion of a tariff union among all 
American states—an idéa suggested long be- 
fore by our Own Sécretary of State, James 
G. Blaine, when the first Pan-American Con- 
ference was called. But the representatives 
at the sessions found the suggestion one 
which disregarded facts. The proposal was 
shelved and Argentina has not taken part 
in subsequent conferences of Pan-American 
character. 

The eminent Argentine economist, Ale- 
jandro Bunge, now proposes a gradual re- 
duction of tariffs by the three Southern 
republics of South America and later by 
five, Argentina, Bolivia, Paraguay, Uru- 
guay and Chile, looking toward eventual 
free trade among them. This, like the Ger- 
man-Austrian proposal; might be a begin- 
ning on a small scale which would draw 
broader agreements after it. There is no 
Versailles treaty to block such a plan. 

Chile meanwhile has shown a desire to 
retutn to the original Argentine proposal 
of an all-American tariff union. Her For- 
eign Minister has definitely indicated will- 
ingness to have not only the United States 
but Canada brought into the discussions, 
Avoidance of tariff matters will hardly be 
possible at the Pan-American Conference 
in Montevideo next May. 

* 
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But here again, when the delegates get 
down to details, there are bound to be dis- 
agreements. Brazil is not likely to welcome 
the “new deal’ with enthusiasm. It has 
made itself far the greatest American man- 
ufacturing nation south of the United 
States and Sao Paulo is the greatest Latin 
American manufacturing cénter. Brazil 
has brought this about behind a very high 
tariff wall. Import and shipping. duties 
are little less than half of the national 
income. Just now, when the Government 
needs money so badly, anything which 
might-cut down the receipts of tariff in- 
come would not be popular. 

Almost a third of Brazil’s imports come 
from the United States. If the United 
States’ goods were let in free, it would still 
further embarass the Bradgilian budget. On 
the other hand, almost all Brazilian exports 
to the United States already enter that 
market free—97.8 per cent in 1939. As 
far as Brazil is concerned, a customs union 
with the United States would be a “hétade 
you win, tails I loge” agreement. It seems 
clear that the largest Latin American ré- 
public, containing about half of the pop- 
ulation of South America, will be cool to- 
ward an American customs union. 

Chile also, on analysis, will find herself 
in much the same boat, for the United 
States buys ai third of all Chile ships 
abroad. On less than 3 per cent of these 
exports is duty paid, while Chile collects 
a very considerable proportién of her cus- 
toms revenue from the third of her imports 
be ree: she purchases from the “northern 
colo ie 

Argentina and Uruguay, highly dissatis- 
fied with the world tariff situation, find 
themselves in different case. Only about 
a third of what they sehd to the United 
States is free of customs duties, and the 
rates on the chief products shipped have 
in general been greatly in by the 


States is for them a rélatively less im- 
portant customer, since it takes in current 
years only about a tenth of what they sell 
abroad. 

The other countries of South America 
aré in positions nearer that of Brazil and 
Chile than to that of Argentina and Uru- 
guay.. It is obvious that the republics of 
South America will by no means all find 
themselves of the same opinion when tariff 
matters are up for discussion. 

. e . 

The Latin republics in the West Indies 
and the Caribbean also show wide variety. 
In general, the states of Central America 
will be apathetic to customs discussion. 
Their raw material and foodstuff exports 
pay no tariff charges or low ones in the 
United States—about 88 per cent pay 
nothing. As to customs incomé, they cannot 
pay the expenses of government without it. 

The case of Cuba stands out as excep- 
tional. Nominally it is in a remarkably 
privileged position. It is the only country 
in the world Which enjoys special privileges 
in the tariff of the United States—its great- 
est market. Nevertheless, the percentage 
of Cuban goods which enters the United 
States, tariff free is far lower than that 
coming from any other country of the world. 
The rate of tariff paid on the chief ex- 
port, sugar, is over 100 per cent of its 
value in the ports of the island. 

The proposal for an American customs 
union can find no advocates in Cuba, for 
such an arrangement would make the pres- 
ent difficult situation much worse. Mil- 
lions Of acres in the other countries of 


Latin-America can be made to raise sugar.. 


Any measure which opened the American 
market to these countries would be in high 
Gegree disastrous for the “Pearl of the 
Antilles.” Cubans, indeed, are not asking 
for a general customs union for all Ameri- 
can states, but want the two countries to 
double the special tariff favors they extend 
exclusivély to each other. 

All in all, then, desirable as the Pan- 
American tariff union may be in theory, 
there are considerations which make its 
early adoption highly improbable. This is 
true not ajlone because of Opposition which 
might develop in the United States. The 
objections which would be made in Latin 
America on further study would be many. 
A customs union with the United States in 
most cases would mean abandoning the 
policy of encouraging local manufactures, 
upon which these nations are increasingly 
relying to strengthen their national sélf. 
sufficiency and their balance of paymeiits. 
Second, the “dependencé on the United 
States” commercially and financially, which 
Latin Americans now criticise, would be 
greatly increased, 

Finally, and this may for the moment 
be the determining factor, the Latin Amer- 
ican states would find the tariff union, 
which looks so attractive in the distance, 
far less acceptable on closer examination, 
because in the present strained conditions 
of their treasuriés they cannot afférd td 
forego the important contribution which 
the customs receipts make to their national 
incomes, They need the money, and no 


one has suggested any practical alternative

More than a priest, 
Beazeley looked like a Hollywood 
leading man.

Copernicus and Medicine 

O the average person Copern:. 
Teus is known as the scient;:: 

who made the “world go round ° 
It was he who demonstrated tha: 
the geocentric conception of 
universe was wrong. 

According to this conception, tha 
earth was the center of the wnj- 
verse and the sun and other celes. 
tial bodies revolved about it. We 
find remnants of this conception 
in our present-day language. For 
we still speak of the rising and 
the sctting of the sun. 

Copernicus demonstrated that 
the earth is not stationary. H:- 
proved, on the contrary, that it 
revolves around the sun. 

Copernicus, in addition to being 
an astronomer, also ‘was a phy. 
sician. In his time, the two, as. 
tronomy and medicine, often went 
together. 

Astrology was considered a ie. 
gitimate part of medical training 
and practice. Treatment was often 
based on the zodiacal sign as we!| 
as on the patient’s symptoms. 
Copernicus, between scanning tha 
heavens, found time to practice 
astrologic medicine. 

Copernicus’ medical procedures 
were not, however, limited to as. 
trologic forecasts. In the old fort. 
ress at Frauenburg, East Prussia, 
where Copernicus spent many 
years, there is a copy of the only 
prescription that has been pre. 
served, 

The prescription comprises 71! 
different substances, which, ac. 
cording to Prof. Eichholtz, are 
listed ‘“‘according to the rules of 


the art, doubtless with the aid of. 


astrologic data.” 

A number of the drugs given 
are still in use. On the other 
hand, we find prescribed powdered 
precious and semiprecious siones 
such as emerald, sapphire, amber 
and corals. 

Drugs extracted from the lily 
of the valley, used until recently 
as a cardiac stimulant, were ap- 
parently Copernicus’ favorites. 

In the Copernicus room in the 
old fortress in Frauenburg there 
is a portrait of the great scientist 
on which is found his medica! in- 
signia, lilies of the valley. '
